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resents different intensity x-rays 
after their passage through absorbent 
medium unknown characteristics. 

The principle the present process 
follows: color film well-known 
structure, preferably negative color 
film, sandwiched between two special 
intensifying screens and exposed the 
usual manner. After exposure and pro- 
cessing special working solutions the 
film presents extended scale colors, 
fulfilling the above conditions. 

The two intensifying screens, different 
their structure, each produce fluores- 
cent light selected spectral distribution 
and these color values register the 
adjacent film layer. The phosphor com- 
pounds these screens have chosen 
such manner that they represent 
differential “response” (excitation) 
various x-ray wave-lengths. Further- 
more the spectral sensitivity the dif- 
ferent emulsion layers the color film, 
that the shape their characteristic 
curves, has likewise taken into 
account.

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Trouble Shooting the Darkroom

The two most common difficulties en- 
countered the darkroom prior the 
development the films are static and 


fog. There are three general classifications 
static marks: those produced fric- 
tion, those produced pressure and those 
resulting from combination both fric- 
tion and pressure. The most easily 
identified the three that produced 
friction and has the appearance 
twig tree (Figure la). The marks 
resulting from pressure are dark, smoky, 
irregularly shaped areas and are classified 
smudge static. They have the appear- 
ance mildew growth (Figure 1b). 
This smudge static particularly notice- 
able films that have remained 
cassette for several hours before remov- 
ing. The prolonged close contact the 
film and screens produces condition for 
the production potential upon open- 
ing cassette. This potential will dis- 
charge when cassette opened but 
not enough produce the common tree- 
like flashes. When both friction and

The first step attempting control 
static keep the relative humidity 
the darkroom above per cent.

“If this cannot done, then handle your 
film slowly and carefully, keeping mind 
that you are handling expensive and 
highly sensitive product that can only 
register its protest against careless mis- 
handling the creation numerous 
artefacts that are exasperating all 
When cassette un- 
loaded, should opened slowly and 
then allowed stand with the clamps 
released for few seconds. This will 
minimize the production smudge static.

Because dust particles and abrasions 
the intensifying screens are conducive 
static, the screens should inspected and 
cleaned frequently. Pure grain alcohol, 
soap and water, and carbon tetrachloride 
are the most common cleaning agents for 
intensifying screens. there any doubt 
the proper methods cleaning the 
screens, the manufacturer should con- 
sulted. 

The above mentioned precautions are 
prevent the building static charge. 
Once the film possesses charge, still 
possible reduce static marks the dis- 
sipation that charge. This done 
providing path least resistance 
grounding the loading bench. The cas- 
sette should contact with the 
grounding strip placed along the edge 
the bench when loading and unloading. 
Also, minimize static, darkroom per- 
sonnel should avoid the use insulators 
such rubber soled shoes, rubber gloves, 
finger cots, cetera. 

Fog the silver par-

There are five kinds fog: safelight, 
radiation, emulsion, chemical, and aerial. 
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The term “safelight” gives technicians 
feeling false security from fog. Even 
when the correct filter and light bulb are 
used safelight, there are two other

can safely used. These factors are 
the distance from the safelight the films 
being processed and the length time 
film will exposed the safelight. All 
safelights should checked the time 
installation and thereafter periodically. 
Because exposed film more subject 
fog than unexposed one, radio- 
safelight. After the film removed from 
the cassette total darkness, placed 
the loading bench and covered with 
inch cardboard cut into seven 
pieces (Figure 5). this point, the 
safelight turned on. The cardboard 
section (lower left) removed imme- 
diately and each 
moved two-minute intervals sec- 
tion which never taken off the film 
with the safelight on. This will leave 
area the film which processed total 
darkness. cutting the cardboard mask 
this fashion, easy compare all 
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are compared, readily apparent 
that this safelight and distance cannot 
used without some fogging two 
minutes. 

very difficult differentiate be- 
tween radiation and light fog radio- 
graph. There are several methods 
determining whether the source fog- 
ging from radiation.

These spots 
dust prevent development confined 
areas. Dust markings can avoided 
keeping the tank covered, skimming the 
solution when dust apparent, and

ings similar that produced the 
dust particles and indicates that the 
material floating the surface the 
developer and adheres the film the 
time immersed the solution. This 
oily scum the result oxidation 
deposit the tanks. The deposit 
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formed the sides the tank after con- 
siderable use. The only method pre- 
venting its production keep the tanks 
meticulously clean. With stainless steel

brush and then polishing the surface 
with mild abrasive. This care will pre- 
vent any deposit from starting collect. 
However, the tanks have not been pro- 
perly cleaned frequent intervals and 
deposit has been allowed accumulate, 
best removed scraping with 
putty knife and then polishing. Care 
should exercised avoid scratching 
the stainless steel. 

Most departments use the replenishing 
method development. keep the de- 
veloping time minimum, replenisher 
added when the fluid level lowered 
the solution being carried out the 
tank with the films, they are not allowed 
drain back. While this the most 
satisfactory method, there are one two 
precautions used. Figure shows 
the result several contributing factors. 
The replenisher was added while the film 
was developing. this case the replen- 
isher solution had just been prepared and 
was still very high temperature, thus 


resulting over-development the area 
the film where the new solution ran 
down one side. The developer solution 
should stirred after replenisher added 


Films that have adhered together in the fixer preventing action of hypo in

The use stop bath usually 
optional with the technician. Our experi- 
ence has shown that stop bath 
necessary step the processing pro- 
cedure. This solution made adding 
ounces glacial acetic acid gal- 
lons water. The stop bath common- 
used photography prevent further 
development the negative. 

Although radiographic processing 
not critical, the stop bath necessary 
prolong the life the fixer and also 
prevent any possibility fog after the 
film reaches the hypo and before 
clear. Every department plagued 
outside doctors viewing film the minute 
reaches the fixer. stop bath the 
answer this problem. The chest radio- 
graph Figure typical the 
streaked fogging produced exposure 
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white light prior complete stopping 
the reducing process. order make 
the stop bath last longer, the films are 
rinsed after removing from the developer. 
necessary immerse the films for 
few seconds only the acid bath before 
placing them the fixer solution. Since 
considerable faith placed the stop 
bath, must tested periodically 
sure serving its purpose. This can 
done either using litmus paper 
one the commercially prepared testing 
kits. 


Films that have stuck together the 
hypo are not likely show shadows 
that may confused with pathologic 
those the developer, but can 
pruduce some unusual results. Figure 
shows two chest radiographs which were 
fixed careless manner and stop bath 
was not used. the time these were 
placed the hypo, they were sticking to- 
gether with the one the right project- 
ing above the fluid level. This evident 
from the area across the top the film 
that fogged and not cleared. Also 
these films, the dark irregular outlines 
signify areas continued development 
and fogging. these areas, the films 
adhered, thus preventing the fixer solu- 
tion from stopping the development 
action. The printed image the rib 
the film the left proves the film was 
fogged while the two were stuck together. 

Dichroic stains are those which present 
one color reflected light and another 
transmitted light. When viewed with 
transmitted light, the markings appear 
pink, and have bluish metallic appear- 
ance reflected light. The causes 
dichroic stains are: the use developer 
contaminated with fixer, insufficient 
rinsing between developer and fixer solu- 
tions, the use exhausted fixer, 
combination the three. The most com- 
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mon cause the use exhausted fixer. 

with the use the stop bath, the 
use wetting agent optional. But, 
unfortunately, many departments not

use know about the use such solu- 
tion. When the films are dipped 
wetting agent following washing, the 
water runs off faster, thus preventing 
uneven drying (Fig. 12). addition 
this, the drying time the films that 
have been passed through wetting solu- 
tion has been reduced much one- 
third the normal time. our depart- 
ment, has saved the expense 
additional drier and has eliminated the 
artefacts produced slow drying. Also 
the wetting agent indispensable for 
separating films that have stuck together 
while drying. When this has happened, 
the radiographs should allowed soak 
the wetting agent until they come 
apart freely. This may take matter 
hours, but worth the time since prioi 
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the use wetting agent, the emulsion 
was usually removed attempting 
separate the stuck films. Any depart- 
ment, matter how large small, would

The most important fact- 
ors preventing stains are: unload the 
cassettes far away from the solution 
tanks possible and make sure the 
hands are free any chemicals and thor- 
oughly dry before unloading reloading 
cassettes. 

Lack detail radiograph not 
always due motion. Figure shows 
chest radiograph which has the appear- 
ance the patient breathing with one 
lung. This phenomenon caused the 
clamps one side the cassette cover 
being left unfastened being weak. 

Another frequent cause poor detail 
that often overlooked the lack good 
contact the cassettes.

The above figures are not offered 
absolutely accurate figures; they would 
probably vary with each unit concerned. 
Variations would occur because dif- 
ferences exposure factors used, lens 
aperture, speed photofluorographic 
screen, distance, thickness patient and 
other factors. But the figures presented 
are sufficiently accurate make obvi- 
ous that radiographers should not receive 
routine chest radiographs through the 
medium photofluorograms. Nor, 
course, should they ever assume the posi- 
tion subjects during the testing such 
units. This would even more fool- 
hardy than subjecting onself radiation 
direct radiographic procedures; prac- 
tice which most radiographers avoid 
scrupulously. 

While the number institutions using 
photofluorograms for routine chest exam- 
inations their employees unknown,

(4) provide information concerning qualified Medical Auxiliaries not only for the use 
the medical profession, but also Institutions, Spas, Town and County Councils, and 
other official bodies for general reference.

All registered persons receive Certificate Registration. addition the Board supplies 
small charge metal car badge appropriately designed.

Our 
Loyalist city often termed the city the seven hills, hills that contend forever with the encircling 
arms the sea. the distance the city reveals itself the hard outlines red brick and 
unyielding granite, gracefully tapering spires and soft green roofs weathering copper. Yes, 
Saint John, has the face and character seafarer—hard-bitten, rugged, yet warm and friendly.
